Rooftop 

climber 

cleared 


A MAN arrested following a 
rooftop siege has been cleared 
of aggravated burglary and 
illegal possession of a knife. 

Charlie Wright, 24, was said to 
have caused several hundred 
pounds damage to the roofs of 
seven properties in Primrose Hill, 
Haverhill, while police watched 
for 90 minutes. 

He was cleared after a two-day trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court after he denied the 
charges. 

Wright, of Exeter Court, Haverhill, 
climbed onto the roof after an argument 
with Swarmy Koomar, who runs the 
Primrose Mini Market, on the evening of 
October 21, the court heard. 

He refused to come down and knocked 
off tiles while a police helicopter mon¬ 
itored the scene. 

Azza Brown, prosecuting, said the 
incident had been triggered almost three 
hours earlier when Mr Koomar refused to 
serve Wright with a bottle of cola because 
he was drunk.

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Jurors were shown CCTV footage which 
they were told showed Wright walking out 
of the shop carrying a bottle after arguing 
with Mr Koomar. 

After the rooftop incident, police found 
a boning knife in a wash basin in Mr 
Koomar’s flat above the shop. The jury was 
told it had been Wright’s intention to harm 
Mr Koomar when he broke into the flat. 

But Wright denied having the knife and 
denied that he wanted to hurt Mr Koomar. 
He alleged Mr Koomar had assaulted him. 

Wright told police he had been drunk at 
the time, having spent much of the day 
drinking lager, wine and alcopops in pubs 
and friends’ homes around Haverhill. 

He told police there were often gaps in 
his memory when he had been drinking. 

He told officers: “The next thing I knew I 
was climbing up someone’s house and I 
was on the roof.” 

Wright was due to appear in court today 
for sentence on other charges, including 
damaging property, affray and breaching 
an anti-social behaviour order.

Praise for 
nursery in 
new home 

A NURSERY has received praise 
from Ofsted inspectors despite 
having struggled to find a new 
home. 

With barely enough time for the 
paint to dry after relocating to their 
new home at Three Hills Farm, in 
Bartlow, Little Hands nursery staff 
found themselves facing an Ofsted 
inspection. 

Since losing their lease at the 
Station House, Linton, staff and 
pupils were operating out of shared, 
temporary accommodation in Granta 
Park until this time last year when 
Bartlow Estates came to the rescue. 

A joint project between Little 
Hands and Bartlow Estates to 
renovate and refurbish a redundant 
farm building on Three Hills Farm 
began, and two relocations and a 
major building project later Little 
Hands - Linton and Bartlow opened 
its doors for business. 

A spokeswoman for the nursery 
said: “Just 12 weeks of term time 
after opening and with management 
and staff still finding their feet in 
their new home, the Ofsted 
inspector came calling.” 

In its report the pre-school and 
nursery was judged to be 
outstanding in seven of the areas of 
assessment and “good” in a further 
seven.

Liam, 18, of Beaufort Court, 
Haverhill, is also featured in a 
follow-up programme Beyond 
Boundaries - Where Are They 
Now? which is due to be 
screened on Sunday, April 5. 

He said: “The programme 
was a big success in raising 
awareness about dyspraxia 
which is a disability that’s 
hardly ever heard about.

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“We want as many people 
as possible to come to the 
support group, which is not 
just for Haverhill.

We want to get a 
really good support group for 
dyspraxia parents.” 

Liam recently spoke to a 
similar support group in 
North Wales where around 
100 people attended the 
meeting. 

Sarah Neale, co-ordinator 
for the Dyspraxia Foundation 
Suffolk Parent Support Group, 
said regular meetings were 
planned for the second 
Tuesday of each month at the 
Centre for Voluntary Agencies 
in Lower Downs Slade,

Mrs Neale, whose daughter 
Sophie was diagnosed with 


dyspraxic tendencies in 
October 2006, said the first 
meeting would be informal 
and would include a talk by 
Liam about his experiences. 

She said: “Bringing up a 
child with dyspraxia is a 
constant rollercoaster of highs 
and lows. This is my reason 
for becoming a local co¬ 
ordinator. 

“Sophie, my family and I 
have learned much along our 
journey and I know there are 
many more families just like 
ours. We should support each 
other and work together to 
help raise awareness of 
dyspraxia and what that 
means for our children. 

“I hope lots of parents will 
come along to help get the 
group off to a strong start.”

TWO youths have 
been questioned by 
police investigating 
vandalism at Haver¬ 
hill’s leisure centre 
and swimming pool.

A new report has identified St 
Edmundsbury as the rural area with the 
eighth best quality of life in the country. 

The findings were based upon re¬ 
search in the Halifax Quality of Life 
Survey, which compared areas for their 
labour and housing markets, as well as 
their environment, schools, life expect¬ 
ancy and health provision. 

The results have been backed by 
Councillor Les Ager, mayor of Haverhill, 
who paid tribute to the town’s location 
and community spirit.

Students’ soapbox racer set to take on Lotus 


A STREAMLINED high-tech 
soapbox racer has been designed 
and developed by students at a 
Haverhill school. 

The Gravity Racer will be 
featured on Five television’s 
Gadget Show on Monday night. 


Students at Samuel Ward Arts 
and Technology College were 
involved in building the miniature 
racing car over just four days after 
former teacher David Ackroyd was 
approached by the show’s 
producers. 


They wanted a Gravity Racer to 
take on a similar machine built by 
experts at sports car firm Lotus. 

The Samuel Ward youngsters 
were helped by engineering 
students from Loughborough 
College. 


The race between the two 
machines was filmed at the 
Cadwell Park circuit in 
Lincolnshire. But the outcome will 
not be revealed until the 
programme is screened at 8pm on 
Monday. 


NHS bosses plan 
for healthy future 


A FIVE year plan for improving 
Suffolk’s health services has 
been launched. 

NHS Suffolk’s Strategic Plan outlines 
how future health issues are expected to 
be tackled - particularly those related to 
the ageing population. 

The plan shows that there is a diff¬ 
erence of more than 11 years in life- 
expectancy between the healthiest and 
least healthy parts of the county. 

The Healthy Ambitions Suffolk plan 
outlines how NHS Suffolk is going to 
turn intentions into action by focusing 
on 12 key areas for improvement:

Carole Taylor-Brown, chief executive 
of NHS Suffolk, said: “As health comm¬ 
issioners, our responsibility is to assess 
current and future health needs, plan, 
develop, procure and quality assure 


healthcare services to meet the needs of 
our population, listening to and bal¬ 
ancing the different views of all the 
communities we serve. 

“By doing this we can ensure that all 
people in Suffolk can be, and stay, 
healthy, confident that they will have 
timely access to safe, high quality 
healthcare services when they need 
them.”

Parents return 
to classrooms 


A HAVERHILL school is doing 
its bit to make parents feel 
part of their children’s life 
inside the classroom. 

Westfield Community Primary 
School held a “shared learning day”, 
inviting parents to join their 
children in classes and in the play¬ 
ground. 

The pioneering move by the 
Manor Road school comes as a new 
survey revealed many parents feel

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“excluded” by their children’s 
reticence about their day. 

The report by Becta, the Govern¬ 
ment’s educational technology 
agency, suggests children do not like 
to be “hassled” by parental inquiries, 
with 82 per cent of parents wishing 
they knew more about their child¬ 
ren’s school life. 

A school spokeswoman said: 
“Parents have been invited in to 
shadow the pupils to experience a 
day in the life of children at the 
school. 

“They got to experience classes, 
snack time and outside activities. 

“This was for the foundation 
children, so they and the parents are 
new to the school. We wanted them 
to understand what the children are 
telling them about when they come 
home from school.” 

In the Becta report, only 16 per 
cent of parents surveyed said their 
children volunteered information 
about their day at school. 

Psychologist and Government 
adviser Tanya Byron, who put 
together the report, said: “Many 
parents anxiously question their 
kids at the end of the school day and 
this creates tension, conflict and a 
lack of essential communication.” 

The survey also found that more 


than a third of young people said 
they found it difficult to speak to 
their parents about school. 

More than two in five parents 
found it hard to “extract inform¬ 
ation” about school from their 
children. 

Becta suggests that school web¬ 
sites and online resources for 
homework can help to make parents 
“feel much more a part of their 
child’s learning”. 

Lin Whyte, headteacher at Bar Hill 
Primary School, believes a wide 
range of methods should be used to 
engage parents with their children’s 
education. 

She said: “We have multi-agency 
coffee mornings, which offer par¬ 
ents the chance to meet with a 
variety of local practitioners, in¬ 
cluding the school nurse, education 
welfare officer and parent support 
adviser. 

“We also send out fortnightly 
newsletters, as well as ParentMail 
emails, and have regular quest¬ 
ionnaires on a range of issues, from 
homework to how to cater for gifted 
and talented pupils. 

“We think it is important that 
parents feel part of the decision¬ 
making process. 

“I also think it is important to 
have an open door policy - parents 
have access to teachers before and 
after school. 

“It is essential they can discuss 
any concerns they have.”

saw the county council 
operate a more limited 
gritting run for several days 
and even try to use table salt 
as an alternative.

COUNCIL leaders have 
branded Boundary Com¬ 
mittee proposals as a 
“dog’s dinner”. 

The committee announced 
last Thursday that it will 
consult on just two options - a 
single Suffolk unitary authority 
and a two-unitary model, one 
for Ipswich and Lowestoft and 
one for the rest of the county. 

Plans to transfer Lowestoft to 
Norfolk have been dropped. 

Forest Heath District, 
St Edmundsbury Borough and 
Waveney District councils, 
which cover the Newmarket 
and Haverhill areas and which 
all face the axe in the 
reorganisation, favoured three 
unitary councils - one each for 
the east and west of the county 
and one for Greater Ipswich. 

All three councils expressed 
shock that their solution has 
been dropped in favour of the 
“fudge” proposed by the 


committee to replace Suffolk 
County Council and seven 
district or borough councils. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, leader 
of Forest Heath, Cllr John 
Griffiths, leader of St Ed¬ 
mundsbury and Cllr Mark Bee, 
leader of Waveney, made their 
views clear in a joint statement. 


They said: “We are shocked 
that in the face of clear public 
support for the inclusion of our 
proposals the Boundary Com¬ 
mittee has brazenly ignored 
the public’s desire for a proper 
consultation on a local gov¬ 
ernment system which would 
be focused on areas each with 


their own, very different 
identities and economies. 

“The committee has missed 
the opportunity given to it by 
the Secretary of State to con¬ 
sider its position and re-think 
what people in Suffolk have 
said they want and need. 

“Instead it has produced a 


fudge which still recommends 
giant remote councils, deliver¬ 
ing a one-size-fits-all solution 
for different and diverse 
communities across the 
county. 

“Despite a lengthy and 
hugely expensive process we 
are quite simply back where we 
started. 

“The dog’s dinner moves on 
to yet another course.” 

The councils said research 
showed that only 25 per cent of 
people wanted the single¬ 
unitary One Suffolk option and 
only J4 per cent favoured the 
two-unitary model. 

The leaders said: “The needs 
of local people are not being 
heard or met. And while they 
may use the slogan ‘Democracy 
Matters’, the way the Boundary 
Committee has ignored public 
opinion reveals the reality that, 
for them, ‘bureaucracy matt¬ 
ers’.” 

The formal consultation 
process lasts until May J4.

turbines from shadow flicker 
and low level noise. 

Dr Robinson said: “The long¬ 
term impacts of turbines are 
still relatively unknown. The 
studies to assess them haven’t 
been done. 

“Certainly there are risks for 
some sufferers of photosen¬ 
sitive epilepsy who may find 
the shadow flicker, caused by 
the blades of the turbines, 
could affect them. 

“And low level noise could 
cause sleeplessness in resi¬ 
dents too. And sleep dep¬ 
rivation can cause symptoms 
ranging from mild confusion, 
to headaches.” 

Mr Thomas said at the end 
of the evening he called for a 
show of hands from people in 
the audience that now ob¬ 
jected to the proposed wind 
farm development, and added: 
“The response was over¬ 
whelming. As far as I could see, 
it was a unanimous show of 
hands.” 

He said the SLWF group has 
organised a blimp to be flown 
on Saturday over the proposed 
site to show how tall the 
structures will be. 


AROUND 200 people 
packed a public meeting 
on Tuesday to debate 
controversial plans for a 
wind farm near Linton. 

Hosted by the Stop Linton 
Wind Farm (SLWF) group, the 
campaign meeting at Linton 
village hall heard experts talk 
about the potential environ¬ 
mental and health risks in¬ 
volved with the proposals. 

Renewable energy firm 
Enertrag submitted plans to 
South Cambridgeshire and 
Uttlesford district councils 
earlier this month for eight 
125m tall turbines on farmland 
near Linton and Great Chest- 
erford. 

Adrian Thomas, a member 
of SLWF, said: “In my intro¬ 
duction to the meeting I 
quoted a passage from Ener- 
trag’s environmental impact 
assessment, which says ‘Linton 
is an area without any specific 
landscape value’. 

“This comment created an 
audible gasp from the audi¬ 
ence.” 

Dr Sue Robinson, an acci¬ 
dent and emergency consult¬ 
ant, was one of the speakers 
during the evening. 

She spoke about the potent¬

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Force backs use of Tasers 
as police get new weapons 


POLICE in Cambridgeshire 
are being armed with an 
extra 150 Taser weapons. 

The stun guns are being 
supplied by the Home Office, and 
other forces in the region will 
share a further 350. 

The guns, which deliver a pow¬ 
erful electric shock, are said to be 
safer than conventional firearms, 
but critics point to a number of 
cases where their use has been 
linked to deaths and serious 
harm. 

They have been on trial in 10 
police force areas, and are now 
being “rolled out” around the 
country for use by what the Home 
Office calls “specially trained 
police response officers”. 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“Tasers are safer for the police and 
for the public. In situations where 
there has been a real possibility of 
someone being seriously injured 
or killed, Tasers have contributed 
to resolving the incident without 
injury. 

“In a significant proportion of 
cases they have not needed to be 
fired - drawing or aiming the 
Taser has been enough of a 
deterrent.” 

He said police forces were asked 
to bid for the number of guns they 
felt they needed. 

Chief Superintendent Karen 
Daber, who will be in charge of

deploying the Tasers, said the 
reason why Cambridgeshire 
appeared to be getting a large 
number in comparison to other 
counties was that many forces 
would already have a sizeable 
stock of the guns, in some cases 
because they had been partici¬ 
pating in the trials. 

She said: “We have done 
detailed research of what we need 
them for, and how many we need, 
over the next two to three years. 

“Only a small number will ever 
be out operationally at any one 
time.” 

She dismissed allegations that 
Tasers could be killers. 

She said: “There have been 
deaths in situations where Tasers 
have been used, but those deaths 
have not been caused by the 
Tasers themselves, but by other 
factors, such as someone falling 
over and hitting their head. 

“It’s a brilliant piece of kit.” 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
said: “Every day the police put 
themselves in danger to protect 
us, the public. 

“They deserve our support, so I 
want to give the police the tools 
they tell me they need to confront 
dangerous people.”

Positive signs 
for drugs firm 


A STEP towards 
European approval 
of a new drug for 
kidney disease suff¬ 
erers has been hailed 
as good news for a 
Haverhill factory. 

American firm Genz- 
yme, whose Haverhill 
factory employs around 
350 people, has welc¬ 
omed the “positive opin¬ 
ion” expressed by the 
European Medicine Ag¬ 
ency’s committee for 
human medicinal prod¬ 
ucts for the marketing 
authorisation of a new 
product, Renvela, for use 
by patients with chronic 
kidney disease. 

The Haverhill factory, 
in Rookwood Way, is the 
main bulk manufacturing 
facility for sevelamer car¬ 
bonate, which is also 
known as Renvela. 

The drug, a phosphate 
binder, is shipped to the

USA where it was launch¬ 
ed a year ago. 

A spokeswoman for 
Genzyme said: “There 
have been major invest¬ 
ments in bulk Renag- 
el/Renvela manufacture 
at Haverhill in recent 
years and the announce¬ 
ment is an important 
further positive step to¬ 
wards larger scale manu¬ 
facturing of the product 
at the site. 

“This builds on break¬ 
throughs in process R&D 
and significant growth of 
the label, pack and dist¬ 
ribution operation at 
Haverhill. 

“In the last five years, 
capital investment at the 
site has exceeded £100m 
and the site now employs 
around 350 people.” 

The committe’s opinion 


will now be forwarded to 
the European Comm¬ 
ission, which will make a 
final decision on the 
drug’s authorisation. 

The spokesman said 
the commission “gener¬ 
ally” follows the advice of 
the committee, “but is not 
obliged to do so”. 

A decision from the 
commission is expected 
at the end of May. 

John P Butler, president 
of cardiometabolic and 
renal divisions at 
Genzyme in the USA, 
said: “We are delighted 
with this positive opinion. 

“If confirmed by the 
European Commission, 
this will be the first 
phosphate binder for 
patients not on dialysis 
approved through the 
centralised procedure. 

“This is an acknow¬ 
ledgement of the value 
Renvela is expected to 
bring to patients with 
chronic kidney disease.”

West Wickham 

TOPICS discussed at 
last month’s meeting of 
the parish council were: 

Trevor Hall expressed 
interest in helping with 
the Parish Plan if a 
decision was made to do 
this. There is doubt as to 
how beneficial the parish 
would find having a 
Parish Plan when it came 
to certain issues such as 
traffic but, on the positive 
side, by getting the 
village involved this 
would bring parishioners 
together and their views 
on how they would like 
to see West Wickham 
develop. This will be 
discussed further. 

Playground: It is 
hoped work will be done 
in the spring. 

Speed limit in Streetly 
End: Discussion 
continues between the 
police, the county 
council and the parish 
council regarding the 
wish to change the 
speed limit from 40mph 
to 30mph in Streetly End. 
The parish council is 
prepared to put money 
towards the cost of 
signage but disagrees 
that there is also a need 
for gating. Traffic-calming 
signs could be put in 


later when further money 
is available. County 
councillor John 
Batchelor will get 
itemised costings. 

Finance: The budget 
for 2009/10 was 
discussed. It was noted 
that this year’s budget 
was on target with a 
further £1,000 to be 
added to the reserves of 
£4,000 for the 
refurbishment of 
playgroup and 
equipment. It was agreed 
to make a provision of 
£3,000 towards the cost 
of changing the speed 
limit to 30 mph in Streetly 
End with £1,000 coming 
from precept and £2,000 
from reserves. Following 
competitive tendering a 
new contract, worth 
£1,375 pa, was awarded 
for the cutting of the 
playground and playing 
field. A budget of 
£7,310.37 was agreed to 
the precept to be set at 
£7,100, an increase of 
32.4 per cent.

Simply amazing, these top size 
bulbs produce huge stems with 
luxuriant foliage throughout 
summer, topped with masses of 
fragrant trumpet blooms. Over 
the years many offshoots are 
produced from a single bulb, 
taking on a shrub-like 
appearance and will reach over 
two metres tall over time. 
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W ith space at a premium 
and the size of gardens in 
new-build developments 
shrinking, city balconies, roof 
terraces and tiny backyards are 
becoming the norm. 

If you’ve only a city balcony or a 
titchy terrace, how can you give it 
the wow factor? 

The first Urban Gardens Week, a 
Ronseal initiative which runs from 
March 30 to April 5, may give you 
some inspiration. It has been 
devised to encourage people to 
transform their urban gardens 
into havens for wildlife using 
simple design steps and planting 
schemes. 

TV gardening expert Charlie 
Dimmock, who is supporting the 
week, has some ideas of her own 
on how to jazz up a balcony and 
attract wildlife in the process. 
“Wildlife wants flowers all year 
round, just as we do,” she says. 

“Go for plants which give you a 
continuous amount of flowers. 
Some of the bedding plants are 
great and the more simple single 
flowers are better because they 
tend to have more nectar and 
pollen in them. Some petunias are 
quite good, as are marigolds, 
osteospermums and other daisy- 
plants like marguerites. 

“Lavender and thyme are also 
good because they have a long 
flowering season.” 

A good variation of plants which 
provide year-round interest may 
also be the way to go on a balcony, 
according to Charlie. 

“I’d have two or three evergreen 
shrubs on your balcony, not too 
big, such as a Daphne odora 
‘Marginata’, which has a 
variegated leaf and fantastic scent 
in the spring,” she suggests. 

“I’d also have a small pittosporum, 
as there are interesting and 
different variegations, including 
“Tom Thumb”, a purple one that 
stays like a round ball with purple 
leaves. 

“Go for smaller shrubs like 
Pittosporum tobira, which is slow- 
growing and stays small, with 
really lovely scented flowers, or 
nandina (sacred bamboo). 

“Go for plants which give you two 
or three different times of interest. 
The nandina are evergreen - in 
the spring the first leaves are 
bright red, then it flowers in the 
summer and bears red berries in 
the autumn - giving you a lot of 
interest.” 

She also proposes making the 
most of your space, which means 
using height for optimum effect. 
“If you’ve a piece of trellis you can 
grow things up that, so you’ve the 
vertical option as well. Climbing 
plants will also give you a bit more 
height, texture and colour.” 

Don’t dismiss ivy because ivy 
flowers attract beneficial insects, 
says Charlie. 

“Ivy flowers very late in the season 
and very early in the spring and 
it’s a really good source of nectar 
for insects because there’s nothing 
much about at that time. The 


black berries are good for birds.” 
She adds: “Urban gardens are 
crucial for wildlife because they 
create the corridors, or the 
‘hopping spaces’ between more 
open spaces like parks and bigger 
gardens.”

Camellia 

These beautiful, blousy evergreen 
shrubs look fantastic in early 
spring, their dazzling flowers in 
shades of white, pink and red 


contrasting well with the glossy 
green leaves. They go well in many 
situations, against walls, in hedges 
or as superb stand-alone 
specimens in containers. 

Plant them in acid soil or in 
ericaceous compost in pots, in 
sun or dappled shade, and they’re 
pretty easy to look after. They 
usually grow into large shrubs or 
small trees, so give them enough 
space to fill out. 

The most popular species is 
Camellia japonica, and good 
varieties of that include C. 
japonica “Alba Plena”, whose small 
double white flowers open in early 
spring. 


MP backs camera moves 
to catch A1307 speeders 


AN MP has welcomed the 
announcement that two 
speed cameras are likely to 
be installed on an 
accident blighted road. 

Jim Paice, MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire has 
welcomed the announ¬ 
cement, revealed in last 
week’s Weekly News, from 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council that two speed 
cameras are likely to be 
installed at Cardinal’s 
Green and the Hildersham 


cross roads on the A1307. 

Twenty-eight people 
have lost their lives on the 
10-mile stretch of road 
between Haverhill and 
Cambridge in the past 10 
years, including three near 
the bus stop at Cardinal’s 
Green. 

Mr Paice said: “This 
road has been a death¬ 
trap for too long and I 
sincerely hope these 
cameras will help to 
enforce speed limits and 


go some way to ensuring 
that nobody else is killed. 

“The devastating loss of 
life on this stretch of road 
cannot be allowed to 
continue. 

“Whilst speed is one of 
the issues involved we 
must also continue to 
educate drivers and ped¬ 
estrians of the particular 
dangers of this part of the 
A1307 and encourage 
them to put safety first.”

TOYOTA’S iQ is one of the most 
welcome small cars to have 
emerged in the race towards a 
low-emissions motoring 
scenario, writes Mike Scialom.

design - and Toyota claims six 
production firsts on board the iQ - 
you actually get to have fun while 
you’re driving a car that is frugal 
(65.7mpg on average) and cute (a 
design this futuristic will still look 
good way down the line). Oh and 
did I mention that, with emissions 
of 99g/km - ie under the magic 
lOOg/km barrier -you get free road 
tax? Not even the smart (103g/km) 
manages that, let alone other small 
cars like the Fiat 500 (119g/km) or 
the Citroen Cl (106g/km). 

Aside from being cool, the iQ 
drives rather well. Those design 
innovations have done the trick. 
Just for the record, they are: 

1. Front-mounted differential. Axle 
is right at the front, improving 
stability and allowing for more 
cabin space. 

2. Centre Take-Off Steering: Tie 
rods for steering run to centre 
(conventional rack and pinion set¬ 
up runs to sides) again 
creating more space. 

3. Underfloor Fuel Tank: 
Means more space at the 
back. 

4. Space-saving aircon unit. 
Aircon units - usually found 
behind the passenger’s 
dashboard - are bulky. Toyota 
cut the iQ’s aircon size by 20 
per cent, freeing up cabin 
space and reducing weight. 

5. The Asymmetrical 
Dashboard: Having saved 
space on the aircon the 
reshaped dashboard creates 
extra room in the front. 

6. Ultra-slim seats: New 
design means an extra 40mm 
space at knee level. 

These innovations have a 


practical outcome. 

Being over six feet 
tall means a lot of 
small cars are so 
uncomfortable 
they are quite 
literally a pain for 
me to drive. But the 
front seats of the iQ 
are spacious and 
snug, easily as 
accommodating as 
a saloon. 

The innovations 
don’t stop there 
either. The 

futuristic layout 
results in a 

disctinctive 
dashboard, with 
good build quality. If the stereo 
controls are all located on one 
steering wheel-mounted knob, 
which is way too fiddly and 
imprecise, that’s a shame but I 
guess you could get used to it - just 
avoid trying to change the channel 
or alter the volume when you’re 
driving at speed. 

The three-cylinder engine has 
enough guts for the motorway, and 
the automatic gearbox does the 
business with none of the 
ridiculous stop-start anxiety that 
marks the Smart out as a go-kart. 
In town the turning circle is nice 
and tight and the steering is light 
enough to please even those who 
don’t like the niftier manoeuvres 
which city traffic requires of 
drivers. The whole driving 
experience is smooth and quiet 
and hard to fault. Low running 
costs are the icing on one very 
refined cake.

What Toyota has managed to do 
with the iQ is create the simplest of 
cars to drive, and it has achieved 
this by getting a whole lot of 
engineering firsts to work 
unobtrusively together. For that 
the firm deserves a round of 
applause. The only problem I have 
with the vehicle is the price (and 
the poor retained value of 38 per 
cent). The iQ’s list price of £9,295 is 
unlikely to be discounted and this 
is steep given that you could buy a 
Citroen Cl and save yourself a 
grand and a half - heavens, you 
could save yourself two grand if 
you went for a VW Fox. Why doesn’t 
Peter Mandelson shove some bail¬ 
out cash towards iQ buyers instead 
of handing it over to car makers? 
Now that would be a smart move. 

Basically 

Neat, cute, natty, refined, lots of kit, 
solid, well-made and a really fun 
car to drive.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


The onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving.To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far.
